pain quickly and continuously. It can be used as 
first aid treatment on gauze saturated with Foille 
and left undisturbed for 60 to 72 hours, merely 


reapplying the preparation to the dressing every four 
hours. Large areas are better treated exposed to

A NEW phase of the war has started rhe 
country as a whole and London in particular 
is experiencing something of the new “ civilisa- 

tion that Hitler is offering to Europe. From the 
knowledge we aiready have of the way in which 
hospitals and ambulances were attacked on the 
Continent so that the Red Cross had to be discarded, 
we are not surprised that every night brings similar 
tales here. A lovely new nurses’ home in the Midlands 
was the target hit in one of the early raids. Last 
week came the news of the hitting of a hospital in 
Kent, where several patients were killed. One nurse 
on duty lost her life, but another nurse patient 
escaped. Now the London hospitals are suffering 
in no small degree. Whether this be from random 
bombing or not we shall perhaps never.know, but 
an army capable of deliberately advocating attacks 
on the Red Cross hospitals and ships as a means of 
undermining the morale of an enemy army might 
well consider attacks on civilian hospitals a good 
means of undermining civilian morale. However the 
attacks are delivered from such a height and the 
hospitals in the centre of London are so numerous 
and large that there is every probability of their 
being hit in any promiscuous bombing 


With the beginning of the heavy night attacks on 
Saturday a famous East End hospital was slightly 
damaged. On Sunday night the nurses’ home and 
other parts of the hospital received further damage 
but the staff were in an underground shelter and no 
one was hurt. 


i:ven worse damage was done to a famous hospital 
of South-East London \ direct hit demolished a 
wing of the nurses’ home which joined the Treasurer’s 
house to the private patients’ block and gravely 
damaged both of these neighbouring structures. 
The Treasurer wasrescued unharmed, although his bed 
was littered with glass and debris. He was as calm 
and cheerful as usual, From the nurses’ wing 14 
of the 20 members of the staff sleeping there were 
rescued. Two nurses and four masseuses lost their

lives in the attack. One of the masseuses was just 
being freed after 12 hours’ continuous work by the 
rescue parties when the sirens sounded again 
she was half-way through the hole in the brickwork 
but the shock killed her. Matron and staff fed her and 
treated her during her ordeal. Her courage was an 
inspiration to all An adjoining ward block had its 
windows shattered and patients had to be evacuated to 
other wards Patients and nurses were undaunted 
and, after cups of tea had been handed round, the 
affected wards were quickly cleared, the medical men 
and students lending tireless aid. Matron reports that 
work went on as usual on Monday and when the 
sirens sounded again at night the medical and nursing 
staffs, helped by one and all, quickly moved all 
patients underground, where everyone spent a 
satisfactory night in spite of the long raid; there was 
no further damage. Another hospital had a wing 
destroyed but it was luckily empty in reserve for 
air raid casualties. The nurses were few in numba 
and escaped serious injury. 


On Monday night a maternity and municipal 
hospital in Central London were hit severely and 
others suffered minor casualties. The nurses’ hom 
of a children’s hospital in Central London only 
just escaped a direct hit and threat of fire 


So the tale goes on. As we go to press we can report 
that patients, undaunted by their experiences and 
full of praise for the care they have received, are 
being evacuated from damaged buildings. Nursing 
and medical staffs snatch such food and sleep as they 
can, their only thought a desire to do their share 
to uphold the wonderful spirit which is going to 
win us this war. With all the damage that has been 
done to buildings, London’s patients seem to have 
escaped serious injuries, and nearly every hospital 
can report, ‘‘ No patients were hurt in any way.’ 
Che wisdom of the steps that had been taken to work 
mainly in basements, ground and lower floors has 
been proved. All the trouble and ingenuity have been 
amply repaid.

Rheumatism in 


Industry 


HEU MATISM is a term covering a wide range of 
R cdlisease It embraces the commonest form of 
chronic heart disease, many crippling forms 
of arthritis, the painful and resistent types of neuritis 
and myositis, and a host of minor aches and pains 
which sap and weaken industrial energy It isan 
insidious foe, being accepted as one of the commoner 
and practically inevitable ills to which the body is 
heir, and its victims are sometimes given scant svm- 
pathy 
What a dangerous and destructive foe it is can be 
illustrated by a few figures. As the result of a recent 
investigation by the Ministry of Health, it was con 
cluded that in England and Wales three million weeks 
of work are lost annually by the insured population 
alone through rheumatic disease. In this section of 
the community alone it causes a_ wastage of 
£17,000,000 aniually in loss of wages and the pay- 
ment of sick benefits Statistical evidence shows 
that rheumatic disease is responsible for about one 
sixth of the total invalidity of our country, and of 
every 40 people in our nation one on an averace 
is afflicted with some form of rheumatism 


Rheumatism and Occupation 


What forms of rheumatism can we associate 
particularly with industry That of the heart comes 
on normally in childhood and cannot be associated 
directly with occupation. Rheumatoid arthritis, too, 
is no more prevalent in industrial workers than in 
others This does not mean that we may not meet 
these conditions and have to do all we can for them 
But there are forms of arthritis, such as osteoarthritis, 
and of rheumatism of the muscles and ligaments, which 
we meet frequently and which so often seem directly 
connected with occupation 

Osteoarthritis is usually found in the heavy indus 
tries Those joints which have been subjected to 
prolonged use, strain and overwork gradually degener 
ate, leading to pain, loss of function and invalidity 
Such arthritis can be seen in the hip joint or knee 
joint of porters used to carrying heavy loads (and 
let me tell you, in the similar joint of the fat old lady 
who has carried about four stone more of flesh than 
God meant her to). Such arthritis is found in the 
elbow of the heavy engineer and in the wrist of the 
drill operator. We find it, too, in lighter occupations 
and the arthritis of the terminal phalanges in seam 
stresses is of this nature. 

Then there is a chronic rheumatism of muscle 
and ligament, also produced by stress and strain and

ageravated by other conditions. [he gardener 
suffers from chronic backache from continued stoop 
ing under effort; the miner working in cramped 
unnatural positions suffers similarly, and his suffer 
ings are aggravated by heat and damp alternating 
with cold. But it is not only these manual workers 
who suffer in this way. The typist, whose desk and 
stool are not anatomically aligned, and the telephonist, 
who cannot reach the switches without discomfort 
and strain, may develop severe and painful rheu 
matism 

rhe part played by incorrect posture in producing 
prolonged strain and hence rheumatism of joint 
muscle and ligament must be clearly recognised 
Che habits of unsatisfactory stance and gait may he 
acquired early inf life but lead to chronic and resistant 
pain later. The importance of correct body 
mechanics cannot be over-stressed, and I have 
seen much good work done for sufferers from rheu- 
matism, particularly in the United States, by the 
correction and adaption of faulty habits of posture 
loo often does one find that the sufferer from backache 
has some degree of scoliosis or kypho-lordosis which 
would have responded much more favourably to 
treatment earlier in life. 

What are the factors producing rheumatism of this 
tvpe and aggravating it ? Firstly, strain and over 
work Che first response of the body to this is t 
increase in strength to meet it ; but, if the strain and 
overwork persist, the inevitable result is a cracking 
under the strain, and the smooth cartilage of the 
joint becomes rough and bony, or the muscle becomes 
indurated and _ fibrositic Hypertrophy precedes 


degeneration. 
Other Establishing Factors 


Chere are other factors which aid the establish 
ment of rheumatism. None of the conditions | have 
mentioned may be found in a rheumatic patient 
He or she may claim never to be overworked or 
subjected to physical strain. What then has caused 
rheumatism in these cases ? 

If the general health is good rheumatism has much 
less chance of getting a hold on the body. A person 
whose general health is below par, who suffers from 
repeated colds, from constipation, some degree of 
anaemia or dietary deficiency, is much more prone 
to fall a victim to rheumatism than his healthy 
neighbour. It is quite obvious that, if one’s bodily 
mechanisms are putting up a continual battle against 
poisons from infected teeth or the toxins from a 
loaded, stagnant colon, these mechanisms are going 
to be hampered in dealing with any added enemy, 
such as a rheumatic affliction. 

\gain, overcrowding, poor living conditions, ex 
posure to damp and cold or extremes of temperatufe 
are potent precursors of rheumatism. The exact 
mechanism of this is unknown and is occupying the 
attention of research workers, but the circulatory 
disturbances resulting from such exposure seem to 
play an important part in allowing the pathological

processes of rheumatism to settle in the various sites 
Too well does the sufferer from rheumatism know 
what he will pay if exposed to the weather, and too 
often do his sufferings allow him to claim the role 
of a weather prophet. 

So we have strain and overwork, bodily ill-health 
and infection, and changes in the surrounding medium, 
as contributors to the onset or aggravation of rheu- 
matism, and last, but by no means least, there is the 
mind. The more one studies rheumatic problems the 
more is it impressed upon one how great a part the 
mind plays in this type of physical pain. Worry, 
anxiety, dissatisfaction, domestic incompatibility, 
jealousy and unhappiness readily help in the estab- 
lishment of rheumatic pain. Once rheumatism is 
established, the attitude of the mind plavs a very 
important part in its progress 

What steps are being taken and what can we do for 
sufferers from rheumatism ? It is unnecessary to 
the over-whelming importance of

What the Council Does 


In this country there is a flourishing organisation 
formed for the express purpose of combating the 
menace of the rheumati the Empire 
Rheumatism Council. This public body, formed by 
disinterested people, both lay and medical, and 
supported by the subscriptions it can raise, devotes 
all its energies to attacking the problem. In its 
efforts to prevent the onset of rheumatic manifesta 
tions it has understood the value of research into 
the cause of these diseases, and even in these terrible 
days its research workers are trying to clear up the 
problems of the causes of rheumatism. Nor has the 
Empire Rheumatism Council been content to study 
solely the methods of attack used in this country 
I myself, among others, have been fortunate enough 
to be sent out to Europe and the United States to 
see what other countries are doing in their efforts 
to clear up their difficulties 


diseases, 


Moreover, the Empire Rheumatism Council has 
undertaken to give advice to any particular industry 
on their rheumatic problems, and to indicate what 
measures they can best take to lessen the liability 
of their workers to rheumatic affliction Some of 
the industries, having already understood the gravity 
of the problem, had already started independently 
to see what could be done to lessen the incidence of 
rheumatism among their workers, and they found in 
the Empire Rheumatism Council a ready and expert 
helper. Thus in the coal mining industry the Council 
with the assistance and co-operation of both owners 
and workers, is helping to establish a centre at a 
certain colliery for treatment and education of 
workers.

Vaccine Therapy 


for Rheumatism 


T the Charterhouse Rheumatism Clinic, London, 
A one of the most important features of the treat- 
ment is vaccine therapy. Acknowledging that 
the waste products and toxins of bacteria probably cause 
rheumatism, the specific stimulation of the patient's 
natural resistance to these bacteria by vaccines is logically 
indicated. Small doses of vaccine only are given, and 
the control of the patient’s progress is checked by his 
clinical condition, his weight, and by sedimentation tests. 
A basic stock vaccine is used which contains the vast 
majority of the bacteria usually present in rheumatic 
cases. In addition, however, the Clinic uses for some 
patients autogenous vaccines combined with the stock 
vaccine, so that the patient is stimulated to produce 
antibodies against his own infecting organisms. Our 
pictures show various aspects of the scientific laboratory 
routine work which lies behind the administration of 
vaccine therapy.

The Summing-Up 


Those in the clinic are now in a position to judge 
whether the expectant mother, just examined, is a 
case more suitable for hospital or home confinement 
\part from the wishes of the woman, which should 


not be lightly disregarded but which are usually 
subject to influence, two factors will affect the 
choice. The first of these is the obstetric factor and 


the second is the character of the home and home 
surroundings [he obstetric factor is of primary 
importance, and cases where skilled obstetric assist- 
ance is likely to be required are better in hospital. 
One is inclined to favour hospital, at any rate, in 
urban areas, for all primigravidae, although this will 
no longer hold good if the time comes when all mid- 
wives have a colleague at hand to administer gas and 
oxygen when needed. 

If the case is suitable on obstetric and medical 
grounds for domiciliary confinement, the doctor and 
health visitor will hold a joint consultation with the 
patient as to the suitability and convenience of the 
home surroundings. In the past it was more 
economical for the mother, although much more 
expensive to the State, if she entered hospital for her 
confinement. The advent of the municipal midwife 
with her sterilised equipment provided free of charge 
has removed this reason for admission to hospital, 
although in some poverty-stricken homes it may be 


wiser to arrange for the mother not to have a 
domiciliary confinement. The health visitor may 


report that rooms are verminous or, insanitary or that 
access to gas or water is difficult and would be 
inconvenient for the midwife. 


Using the Home Help 


The question of overcrowding has next to be con- 
sidered. Perhaps relatives will take charge of some 
of the children for the period of the confinement, 
or the welfare authority may be able to help by 
boarding one or two out to allow an extra bedroom 
for a fortnight. If the mother has no friend or 
relation to help her, it is an opportunity for the 
municipal home help who acts as a housekeeper, 
attending to the home and the children while the 
mother is laid up. 

Having made the necessary arrangements for the 
patient’s appointment to book either with a midwife 
or at hospital, and put the.necessary reports to one 
side to write up and send to the appropriate person at 
the end of the session, the clinic doctor will return to 
any points which have arisen in the interview which 
may with advantage be stressed or further discussed. 
[f there is any abnormality in the case which needs 
further consultation or treatment, it is best to explain

If 
extra nourishment is necessary, it must be obtained 
Che need for a sufficiently long night to give adequate 
rest should be stressed. 


Continue as Usual 


If the expectant mother is at work, she will ask 
whether she ought to give this up. The nature of 
the work must, of course, be taken into account 
but, if no hard physical strain is involved, a healthy 
woman often feels better if she maintains the usual 
routine of her life at work rather than sitting in 
unaccustomed idleness at home. When it is un- 
fortunately necessary for financial reasons for her 
to return to work after the confinement, it may be 
wise to encourage her to work during pregnancy, 
this entails a longer interval from after the 
baby is born; this latter period of rest is more im- 
portant both for her and for the infant; a prematur 
return to work, usually necessitating weaning, is a 
tragedy. 

If the expectant mother is only occupied in 
duties at home, she should be encouraged to keep to as

Marital Relations 


rhe expectant mother may whether it is 
advisable to continue normal marital relations during 
a pregnancy.

allow her to associate the idea of medicine and 
therefore illness with her pregnancy. 

Che far-famed ‘‘ raspberry tea ’’ seems to be quite 
harmless and is widely taken by women who believe 
that it contains unidentified component which 
tend to cause an easy labour. But the woman who 
can go through pregnancy without thinking about 
it’’ will need no raspberry tea to attain this end 
rhe search for a panacea is evidence of an uneasines 
within which one must try to transform into the 
glad acceptance of nature’s mechanism and _ the 
passive, willing relaxation to her forces which gives 
a rapid and painless labour. 

So the pre-natal clinic carries on its daily routine, 


which has been adopted to remove such causes of 
disaster as sepsis, disproportion, 
toxaemia and shock Deaths from these causes are 
eminently preventible and a_ well-run pre-natal 
service could be justified alone by its effect in lowering 
maternal mortality. The midwife and the clinic 
doctor consult over every case sent by the former to 
the clinic, and the result has shown that two heads 
are better than one. [But the pre-natal clinic is not 
only concerned with practical obstetrics; it serves 
as a centre for the social services connected with 
motherhood and has a subsidiary effect in increasing 
the happiness and confidence of many women while 
they are passing through the greatest event in their

Under Winter Conditions 


As, however, wintel! approach, 
procedure is bound to change. In very cold 
wet weather it is imperative that casualties do not 
remain in the street a minute longer than is absolutely 
essential, and to make an adequate diagnosis in 
the street may seriously prejudice the patient’s 
chance of recovery, owing to the increased risk of 
secondary shock from exposure to cold. If conditions 
like these are coupled with recurrent raids, thus 
greatly increasing the nervousness of the patient, 
it is very problematic whether or not any useful 
diagnosis or treatment can be performed in the 
street. All the energy of the mobile unit and stretcher 
parties must be concentrated in evacuating ¢ asualties 
with all possible speed. As we know, casualties are 
evacuated to casualty reception hospitals and to first 
aid posts. The theory underlying the first aid post 
is that it should act as a buffer to the hospital, thus 
preventing the hospital receiving minor casualties 
and hysterical patients, who might interfere with the 
more urgent major surgical work.

The Importance of Classification 


It is obvious that a post can only perform this 
buffer work as long as the diagnosis in the street is 
sufficiently accurate to send to the post only the 
lightly injured casualties and to the hospital all thos« 
more seriously injured. Whenever this classification 
has not been performed correctly in the street, it is 
perhaps one of the first and most important duties 
of the aid post to correct the classification. That 
is, the aid post should immediately pick out all the 
cases which may have been sent there, but which 
should have gone to hospital. While the number of 
such case#reaching the aid post may not be large, it is 
vitally important that they should be picked out as 
soon as possible. 

One group especially presents difficulties in 
diagnosis. These are the casualties caused by bomb 
fragments or injuries due to secondary missiles which 
have entered the abdominal or thoracic cavity. 
When a bomb explodes, the bomb casement breaks 
out into thousands of fragments. Some of these 
minute, _ they are projected with great speed and 
force. Similarly, the blast effects of the bomb 
dislodge thousands of small particles of wood, stone 
and glass.

The Treatment of Fractures 


Adequate fixation of a fracture of a long bone 
demands the immobilisation of the joint above and 
the joint below the site of fracture. In a large 
number of fractures this immobilisation is best 
provided by plaster-of-Paris applied directly on 
the skin without padding. This affords such 
security that it is possible for the remaining joints 
of the extremity to be used freely without risk of 
disturbing the fragments—for example, patients 
with fractures of the forearm bones in which the 
elbow and wrist are immobilised can use the fingers 
and shouldet freely. And it is of the greatest 
importance that free use of the joints not splinted 
should be insisted on. Not only does it entail a 
full range of movement in these joints from the 
very beginning, but it means that the muscles 
covered by plaster-of-Paris are being contracted 
constantly even though they are unable to move 
the splinted joints. In this way venous stagnation 
and muscle atrophy are reduced to a minimum, 
and thus wasting and oedema, so often seen afte! 
the abandonment of splints in the days when it 
was the custom to immobilise the whole extremity, 
are nowadays rarely Tendons no longer 
become bound down by adhesions in their grooves, 
and one of the most gratifying features is the 
amount of movement possible in the joints imme- 
diately after the fixation apparatus is removed. 
By this present-day method of so-called ‘“ func- 
tional use ’’.the active power and mobility of an 
injured extremity at the time when the fracture 
has united far exceed what could be obtained by 
the older “ extremity immobilisation ’’ methods. 
So much so that the early removal, while the 
fracture is still not soundly united, of retentive 
apparatus fol and passive OI active 
movements has been for the most part discarded. 

The fracture has now united and may be 
sufficiently consolidated to withstand the cross and

shearing strains of muscular action alone, as in the 
upper extremity, but not the ‘strain of weight- 
bearing, as in the lower extremity. Consequently 
fractures of the femur or tibia may require the 
support of a calliper or walking steel for some 
months after the more complete fixation has been 
discarded. Indeed, some mild support for all 
fractures after discarding the retentive apparatus 
is greatly appreciated by all but very young 
patients—for example, a few turns of strapping 
around the wrist when a Colles’s fracture has united 
gives the patient a sense of security and encourages 
him to start movements of his wrist more readily. 

Kestoration of joint movement and of muscl 
power proceeds concomitantly. Children and 
yvoung adults can usually mobilise their joints 
without any special help other than appropriate 
instruction. Older people are often apprehensive 
and tend to “ nurse ”’ an injured joint after removal 
of the splint. Physiotherapy is most helpful for 
the latter group of patients as a supplement to 
their own efforts. The following regime, which can 
be modified to suit individual cases, has proved 
valuable. 

(1) Thorough “ baking ”’ of the affected joint 
by the application of heat in any of the well- 
recognised forms (radiant heat, infra-red, or a 
rubber hot-water bottle). The resulting hyper 
aemia constitutes an excellent local analgesic.

(2) Massage and faradic stimulation of 
muscles which move those joints. 

(3) Encouragement in voluntary movements 
It must be emphasised that the constant active 
efforts of the patient himself are by far and away 
the most important factor in restoring muscle 
power and joint movement.—H. Osmond Clarke, 
F.R.C.S., writing in “ British Medical 
Journal.

UR little hospital on a mission station in the 
Orange Free State had a very unusual 
beginning. We were badly in need of a 

hospital, and when we were loaned a house we 
determined to start one. We spent half our available 
funds (less than /5) on colour wash, flooring boards, 
and so on, and then moved in an old iron bedstead 


which we had been given. Equipment and con 
veniences were sparse, but with some temerity we 
declared our hospital open. 

Our first patient came within a few days. As a 


case she was rather uninteresting—a septic wound in 
the foot which vielded to treatment. Two 
days later an old man, suffering from dysentery and 
obviously very ill, appeared at the door. He had 
trekked from Basutoland and had no friends in the 
district. We felt we must admit him, so the girl’s 
mattress was hurriedly put on the floor and the 
bedstead was moved into the other ward for our new 
patient.

Scorned Flannelette 


He had no clothes but the very dirty shirt and 
shorts he was wearing, so I lent him an old flannelette 
nightdress of mine to put on after his blanket bath. 
He made quite rapid progress, but apparently did not 
care for his borrowed garment. When I came back 
from Mass one morning I found him on the stoep, a 
striking figure with his black skin, white hair and 
trailing garment, patiently trying to wash the dirt, 


shorts, which he had coaxed my assistant to find 
for him. 
Such was the beginning of our hospital. After 


this, gifts and even a little money came in from time 
to time, and we were able to improve the accom- 
modation. Every fresh article of equipment and 
every new addition was a joy to us. Our next 
patients were women Two were near neighbours 
and, as the husband of one had been too attentive to 
the other, we thought it wiser not to have them in 
the same ward.

One morning a very poor native 
arrived with a little girl of two. His wife had died 
in hospital a week previously and when he returned 
to the farm where he had left the child he found her 
seriously ill with enteritis. He begged us to take 
care of her. I hastily converted an old packing case 
into a cot, washed and dressed the child and the 
doctor examined her. But in spite of all our care 
there was little hope. She was painfully emaciated 
and had, in fact, been brought in too late. The 
end came in a very few days, and the little cot had to 
be turned into a coffin. 


Myositis Ossificans 


We had one patient in for eight months. This was 
a girl of 17 named Jokobetta. Her illness had begun 
when she was. eight years old with what had been 
called ‘‘ rheumatic aches and pains.’’ She had been 
under treatment before coming to us, and had been 
diagnosed as myositis ossificans. When she arrived 
she shuffled along with the heel of one foot about 
three inches from the ground, and spent most of the 
day sitting about in a very hopeless way But 
treatment, fresh air, a healthy environment, good 
food and the cheery companionship of my coloured 
assistant worked wonders. Before she left she was 
able to take long walks, her right heel touching the 
ground at every step. 

One morning, having discharged a septic case the 
previous day, my assistant and I set to work to clean 
and disinfect the men’s ward. Every single article, 
including beds, was outside in the sun, when we sav
